Physicians Are Organized. 

The physicians of London are al- 
ready organized, but promise not to 
strike except under an extreme provo- 
cation. In fairness it should be said 
that they have so far refused to make 
their union a member of the Trade and 
labor congress. 

School teachers in Britain have not 
only organized but actually con- 
ducted strikes to enforce their de- 
mands for shorter hours and bigger 
pay. There is even gossip about a trade 
union of the minor clergy of the estab- 
lished church. | 

Form Middle Class Union. 

What is, in most aspects, quite with- 
out humor is the formation at a big 
meeting today of the so-called “ middle 
class union,” embracing in its present 
and potential membership all the’ mil- 
lions who work with brain or pen. The 
meeting was held in the Cannon street 
hall, “which seats 1,200, and was 
packed, hundreds standing about the 
walls. 

The chairman was Kennedy Jones. 
a member of parliament. Earnest and 
even passionate speeches were made 
by Maj. Marmaduke Lawther, Preben- 
dary Gough, an eloquent clergyman, 
and Sir Harry Brittain, besides sev- 
eral members of parliament. 

Protest Against Tyranny. 

The object of the “middle class 
union” is to protect its members 
against legislative and industria! tyr- 
rany. It intends to fight to remove 
unfair burdens already placed on the 
middle class, to compel members of the 
working class to pay income taxes 
equally with the members of middle 
class, to prevent the passage of new 
laws which unjustly affect the middle 
class, and to prevent the passage of 
new laws which unjustly affect the 
middle class. 

Denounces the Government. 

Kennedy Jones denounced the gov- 
ernment for paying $5,000,000 a week 
out of work donations, to people who, 
during the war, extorted extravagant 
wages from the necessities of the coun- 
try while during the same period the 
great middle class had received smaller 
incomes than normally and had done 
as much as any in men and money 
and courage to win the war. He said 
the “ middle class union” might easily 
become the most powerful body in the 
state. It might even compel the gov- 
ernment to do its bidding. 

Prebendary Gough, who appeared in 
clerical dress, declared that the forma-. 
tion of a middle class union was neces- 
sary to save the civic liberties in Eng- 
land. The government was mainly 
moved, he said, by motives of partisan 
advantage and by its fears. 

Miners Score Points. — 

Meanwhile the hearing which the 
national commission is holding on the 
demands of the coal miners’ union for 
a thirty hour week and a 30 per cent 
increase in the pay goes cn with two 
long sessions daily. The miners have 
already made several good points. They 
have proved, for instance, by the gov- 
ernment’s own figures, that the aver- 
age amount of coal produced daily in 
Durham, where the working day is 
less than seven hours, is larger per 
miner than in South Wales, where 
more than eight hours is worked.

That obstacle was 
the fact that in world commerce America is com- 
peting with industries the labor cost of which is 
lower than our own. In California white men who 
eat meat every day, work eight hours, with time 
and a half for overtime, and Saturday half holl- 
days, are competing with Japanese who live on fish 
and rice and have no predilection for leisure. Five 
or six Japanese work for what one American earns, 
and competition is out of the question. American 
commerce goes into foreign markets with this 
heavy handicap and there is no help for it. If an

The general conclusion arrived at was 
that the equipment described is sufficient 
to properly heat, humidify, and ventilate 
the ordinary cottage home in the upper 
Mississippi valley in midwinter. 

The essentials for a proper living room 
atmosphere are: 

1. A barely susceptible circulation of 
air, without draft. f 

2. A temperature not depressingly high 
nor uncomfortably low, with heat more 
or less evenly diffused. 

3. A degree of humidity which is neither 
too high nor too low. " 

4. Absence of noxious gases and dis- 
agreeable odors, 

. ? 

The air should move at a velocity of 
about one foot a second. The tempera- 
ture should not be over 68 degrees F., 
and the humidity should be 40 to 50. 
Any one can properly gauge the cor- 
rectness of living conditions by sense of 
comfort plus an ordinary thermometer 
and an inexpensive hygrometer. When 
the humidity is 45 to 60 per cent a tem- 
perature of 60 is comfortable. In fact, it 
is more comfortable than a temperature 
of 70 to 80 with a very low humidity. 
Where the temperature of the outside 
air is above 32 degrees F. it is scarcely 
necessary to humidify, but whenever it is 
below that heating without humidifying 
causes discomfort. 

The amount of water required to hu- 
midify a house of this pattern varies 
from a few gallons to twenty or more 
gallons, dependent on the temperatur 
of the outside air. : 

The apparatus required to bring about 
proper conditions are: 

1. An ordinary hot air furnace. 

2. A humidifying device costing about 
$30 installed. 

8. A sma!] electric fan costing about $10 
and capable of being used in summer 
for cooling. 

4. Thermometers and hygrometers cost- 
ing about $5. The cost of the water and 
electricity will not exceed a few cents 
a day.

‘ MUST BE SENT.

GAME LAW NOTES.

That's a big or- 
der, this mussing up Uncle Sam’s whis- 
iia old man Hohenzollern’s boy 
What we cannot “ figger.” out is this: 
What is there to be gained by bring- 
ing up the spring shooting question 
in Springfield? That question has 
already been settled by the enactment 
of the bird treaty act, on which the 
Illinois legislature has no jurisdiction. 
No fair minded man will claim that 
the present system of ‘dividing the 
United States into arbitrarily fixed 
zones is perfect. Beyond doubt it 
works an injustice on certain districts 
by prohibiting shooting while flights 
are on and has open seasons when 
there is nothing to shoot; at that, it 
is infinitely superior to the old sys- 
tem of each state making its own open 
seasons and slaughtering the birds on 
their way to the breeding grounds. 

It is to be expected that a law cov- 
ering the entire United States and 
the entire list of migratory birds will 
be imperfect, but such matters can 
be remedied. A meeting of the board 
of advisers “Of the biological survey 
will be held in Washington next week.

Chicago, March 6.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.J]—I would be glad for THE. 
TRIBUNE to get and report the facts 
concerning the hearing yesterday be- 
fore the committee at Springfield on 
boxing, instead of the incorrect report 


\in THE TRIBUNE this morning. 


It is true that I was before the com- 
mittees for two hours, but it is not true 
that I took most of that time “ excori- 
ating THE TRIBUNE. I took perhaps 
two minutes calling attention to the 
fact that THE TRIBUNDP did fail to pub- 
lish resolutions against boxing passed 
on two different occasions by the 
Methodist ministers of Chicago; that it 
did fail to publish one letter I sent to 
it on the matter; that it kept another 
letter, of mine two weeks, then 
changed the date, cut out a part of the 
heart of it, and then used it; that this 
was done by THE TRIBUNE while seek;’ 
ing opinions favorable to legalized box- 
ing. 

Finds the Dates Later. 

I could not find the materials on 
these charges when the’ reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE asked me for them last 
night, but am prepared to give dates 
and facts. I had the materials with 
me, but they were mixed up with a 
vast amount pf other stuff. 

I did not make a “ personal attack” 
on Mr. Woodruff, sporting editor of 
THE TRIBUNE. I did say that in con- 
versation with Mr. Woodruff some 
weeks ago I had intimated to him that 
I had looked long and earnestly for an 
article in THe TRIBUNE from him 
quoting statistics to prove that more 
young men were taking amateur box- 
ing in Wisconsin after the passage 
there of the present law than before; 
that Mr. Woodruff replied that he had 
not thought of that, and that I then 
challenged Mr. Woodruff to gather and 
publish the evi ce and that up to 
date he had not done so. That was 
the only reference to Mr. Woodruff. 


That Peoria Letter Episode. 


THE TRIBUNE makes a serious mis- 
take in speaking of the Peoria letter 
episode. I read all the body of the let- 
ter. I did overlook a statement in 
small writing on the margin. S««ator 
Daily of Peoria asked for the name of 
the writer of the letter.

And that 
is juct the kind of boxing that was 
used in the army and navy.

For a market to take the 
selling of long and short stuff that has been 
underway the past four days, combined with 
the largest covering of shorts that the trade 
has known in so short a time, and hold the 
way it has is a surprise. There was big cov- 
ering of shorts by logals throuch commis- 
sion houses yesterday, of which the trade in 
general had no knowledge. A lot of the big 
selling was for local operators who were 
said to have been long for some time past.
